Step Up Precautions for Fair 
Election Procodurot This Fall 

A discovery count by the Madison county 
election canvass board shows that an incumbent 
Nameoki township precinct committeeman de¬ 
clared re-elected tn June by five votea actually 
trailed his challenger by 31 votea (300-269). 
There were not enough defective ballots to ac¬ 
count for the difference, even allowing for vari¬ 
ances in opinion regarding borderline "X's." 
Nine unmarked ballots were found folded in¬ 
side the ballot bag. 

Since then, a Venice township committee¬ 
man challenger listed as being defeated by 1 1 
votea (19-8) has filed a suit with atatements 
by 21 persona aaying they voted for him; if 
they are correct, he may have won by two votes. 

These do not necessarily constitute a pat¬ 
tern. but they indicate enough of a problem 
that county election audioritiea may wish to 
expand or improve the knowledge of election 
procedures held by poll judges, poll watchers 
and the general public. 

We recall a few years ago when handling, 
of Granite City school voting became lax and 
a number of teenage students cast ballots. In¬ 
structions later were intensified and auperviMon 
was increased, remedying the situation. 

Principal complaints voiced in recent 
years about general elections have involved al¬ 
leged groupings of poll ofRcials representing a 
single political organization, (althou^ technic¬ 
ally Democrata and Republicans), rather than 
poll judges composed of valid competing 
groups; excessive instances of inside-^he-booth 
aid to persons supposedly handicapped by lan¬ 
guage or physical disability; boundary and resi¬ 
dence confusion; uncertainty over accepting or 
rejecting ballots from those not on poll regis¬ 
tration books; careless handling of sample or 
marked ballots within or near polling places; 
and failure to account for the exact number of 
ballots issued to judges. 

Fears by some people regarding such 
practices may be unfounded or exaggerated, 
and certainly some degree of public ignorance 
about election requirements will always exist. 
But in view of tiie extreme importance of fair 
elections, accelerated precautions would be ap¬ 
propriate this fall.

Important for Downtown District 

Wbat activities could help make the Qiiad- 
Gities the Illinois metropolitan area pace-setter 
in social, economic and cultural fields? 

The need for such leadership was discussed 
in previous issues. Some of the proposals are 
as follows. 

Annual high sctiool band review: By in¬ 
viting all high schools in the area to bring their 
bands here and present awards for various bsmd 
events, many people would have reason to visit 
and be more aware of the city. It could be 
coupled with a football game or a "youth day 
and carnival." Parents would be encouraged to 
attend, and programming would be planned for 
adults as well as the high school group. The 
band groups could parade through the central 
business district to a selected area, with tbk pub¬ 
lic viewing them along the line of march. 

Professional sports: With die various pro- 
fessionai adtletic teams in the St. Louis area. 
Granite City could sponsor a pre-seaoon game, 
with proceeds to go to youth activities in the 
Illinois metropolitan sector. Various sports lend 
themselves to such a program with little need 
for new facilitiea 

Great artist series: If and when facilities 
are available in the central business district or 
its immediate vicinity, Granite Oty could plan 
for major cultural programs, such as a great 
artist series. 'While such a program would be a 
significant cultural contribution, it is well to re¬ 
member that under the label of culture the 
community could also plan for many artists of 
the popular music mode. It mutt be ready for 
these types of programs with special parking 
arrangements, police protection and other neces¬ 
sary preparations. 

The Southern Illinois Business Research 
Bureau has commented in connection with 
downtown Granite City that “promotional plan¬ 
ning for a central business district is always 
difficult, especially since so many different 
kinds of situations must be met and successfully 
programmed.

Chased, Defeated Indians in North 


Participation by the Illinois militia in the Black Hawk War of 
1S33 had begun. 

Brigadier General Samuel Whiteside marched his brigade 
to the mouth of Rock River, where the men were received Into 
United States service, and then to Dixon. 

Major Isaiah Stillman and Major Bailey were sent on u 
scouting assignment. They were ambushed by Black Hawk’s 
warriors at a place now called Stillman Valley, losing 11 men 
killed. 

This fight of May 15 is called Stillman’s Run because most 
of the men ran all the way back to Dixon. To their credit, how¬ 
ever, they re-enlisted for 15 days when their time was up, be¬ 
coming the Fifth ROglment. 

Whiteside’s Brigade was sent in pursuit of Indians who had 
massacred settlers along Indian Creek, near Ottawa, but it 
failed to find them. The brigade was discharged May 27 and 28. 

The Governor bad called for 2000 more men to assemble In 
June. To fill the gap. 1000 of the disbanded men were recruited 
to serve 20 days and organized as Coltmel Jacob Fry’s regiment. 

The new levies assembled at Fort Wilboume, near Peru, 
and 3102 men were organized into three brigades, each com¬ 
posed of three regiments and a Spy Battalion. 

The men elected as their brigadier generals Alexander Posey, 
Milton K. Alexander and James D. Henry. 

Governor Reynolds seems to have retained personal com¬ 
mand of the division, serving under Brigadier General Henry At* 
kinson of the Regular Army. 

Fifty men of Colonel Demenl’s Spy Battalion were ambushed 
near Kellogg’s Grove June 26, losing five killed. 

The rest took refuge in the fort, and General Posey marched 
to the rescue. The entire army then moved up Rock River. 

Henry’s brigade, Jn advance with Major Heoty Dodge’s 
battalion of Wisconsin Territory mUitla, won a decisive 
victory at the heights the Wisconsin River. 

The entire army then pursued tbe Indians down (be 
Wisconsin River to the Mississippi to their floal defeat at 
the mouth «rf tbe Bad Axe. 

According to body count. Black Hawk's 500 or 000 warriors 
lost 375 killed in this final campaign. 

In tbe final pursuit, a count showed 200 men in the let Brig¬ 
ade, 850 in the 2nd Brigade and 300 in the 3rd Brigade—about 
enough for two regiments of that period. 

There were also 400 Regular Army soldiers, not organ¬ 
ized into brigades. Against Black Hawk’s Illinois turned 
out 5392 militiamen, not counting (he 1400 retained for 15 Id 
20 days between tbe two calls. 

This Is not excessive, considering the hlt-and-nm char¬ 
acter Indian warfare, requlrilng garrisons to protect many 
forts and settlements. 

There was an excessive top organization, however. There 
were in all 18 regiments, only one of which was designated as 
infantry. Illinois had no artillery. 

Only one regiment had eight companies; six companies was 
standard, and some had as few as three. Regular Army regi¬ 
ments had ten companies. 

Companies were small. One ctuttpony’a roster showed one 
captain, one first lieutenant, one second lieutenant, four ser¬ 
geants, four corporals and K privates. 

First Lieutenant S. M. Thompson was promoted to colonel of 
the 4th Regiment, and Private Hugh Armstrong became lieuten¬ 
ant. A sergeant and two privates were transferred to foot com- 
panles, and a private became sergeant. 

Privates were promoted to colorbearer and gunsmith; one 
was on extra duty, two were on furlough, and three were absent 
without leave. The aggregate was thus reduced from 70 to 58. 

All except three were from Sangemon county. The captain's 
name? It was Abraham Lincoln, future President of the United 
States. 

Lincoln aerved from April 21 to May 27. The same Abraham 
Lincirin served from May 27 to June 16 as private in tbe com¬ 
ply of Captain Elijah lies. He then re-enlisted for the rest of 
the war.

Application for a $2500 plan¬ 
ning fund grant from the fed¬ 
eral Housing and Urban De¬ 
velopment agency in Chicago 
was authorised Friday night 
by che'Nameoki township board 
to prepare for pcasible Installa¬ 
tion of sanitary sewer lines in 
State Park Place along <rid 
Route 40. 

Supervisor Harry Briggs said 
he had conferred with Wetzel 
Harness, supervisor of Canteen 
township in St. Clair county 
and has been given a go-ahead 
signal for tap-on to trunk 
line planned by the St. Clair 
county township. 

“We’ve talked to Harness 
and representatives of the 
Canteen township project engi¬ 
neers. who said su^ a connec¬ 
tion would be feasible, but now 
we must re-j)lan the sewer sys¬ 
tem and expand it as well as 
update it,’’ Briggs said. 

He and Town Atty. Nick 
Vasileff were authorized to pre¬ 
pare the application (or fed¬ 
eral planning funds, but a con¬ 
tract proposal submitted by 
the engineering firm of Horner 
A Shifrin, St. Louis, engineers 
for the Canteen township proj¬ 
ect, was held in abeyance, 

Briggs said no cost esti¬ 
mates are available for the 
project at the moment, and 
the cost to property owners 
has not figured. “We’ll prob¬ 
ably have to establish a spe¬ 
cial sewer district for the 
area," the supervisor added.
